- The Water Supply. 

It is only a few weeks ago in this 
column that we predicted a short- 
age in the Colony's water supply 
because of the inevitability of a 
normal rainfallz-sooner or Jater. 


This year, ‘in spite ‘of a somewhat: 


wet April, is proving driey than any 
during the past few. years and we 


haye now gone through the first six: 


months (including as it ‘does, the 
wettest period) and have jhad less 
.than 40. inches, not all.of which 
have- been effective from'a water 
collecting point of view. . ‘The 
Colony ‘has beeh ‘living in an“un- 
usual plénty of rainfall during the 
past two years and now that less 
than normal is being’ experienced; 
the almost unprecedented step of 
going on to the'rider mains in July 
has had to be taken..--Not for 
many.years has the fider main sys- 
tem been so early resorted to. The 
normal growth of -population on 
the Hongkong side and’ the advent 
of the-hot weather has caused the 


consumption to soar to big heights, 
and it is an act of prudence and 
foresight to conserve thc water now 
in- storage. We may yet get lots 


of rain, but the prospect of our: 


‘big, reservoirs being full to over- 
flowing this _year‘is becoming dis- 
tinetly remote.’ And meanwhile, 
there's the _ Shing -Mun River 
acheme gradually getting nearer 


the stage where it can be taken ad-. 


vantage of for the benefit of the 
City. Within a. few more weeks 
the whole of the tunneling will have
